OLD  BABYLONIAN  TEMPLE  RECORDS  FROM  TELLO. 
(Made  on  Baked  Clay  Tablets). 

470  — These  cuneiform  tablets  belong  to  the  find  made  by  Ernst  de  Sarzec,  at 

Mosul,  Tello,  near  Shatra,  in  1895.  They  were  found  buried  un- 
der a small  elevation,  about  200  yards  from  the  ruins  of  the  build- 
ings of  the  most  ancient  kings  of  Babylonia.  He  found  two  groups 
of  rectangular  galleries  built  of  crude  bricks,  in  which  these  tab- 
lets were  arranged  in  five  or  six  layers.  They  were  regular  busi- 
ness archives.  The  excavations  were  afterwards  plundered  by  the 
natives  and  the  tablets  sold.  All  were  inscribed  by  means  of  a 
three-cornered  stylus  and  then  baked ; some  were  flattened  by 
means  of  a seal  rolled  over  the  inscription  before  being)  baked. 
The  collection  is  assigned  to  the  late  dynasty  of  Ur,  2700-2500 
B.  C.  They  are  reckoned  from  the  year  or  the  year  after  a cer- 
tain king  succeeded  to  the  throne,  or  from  an  occurrence  which 
took  place  during  his  reign. 

The  tablets  refer  to  the  administration  of  large  temple  proper- 
ties, to  agriculture  and  stock  raising,  to  trade,  commerce  and  in- 
dustry. They  contain  receipts,  expense  lists,  pay  lists,  income 
lists,  lists  of  animals  (temple  herds),  lists  of  officials,  account 
lists,  etc.  All  testify  to  the  eminently  agricultural  and  pastoral 
character  of  this  ancient  principality,  centuries  before  Abraham’s 
time. 

Each  of  the  following  tablets  has  been  carefully  and  correctly 
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interpreted  and  translated  by  a great  authority  on  the  subject, 
the  translation  is  free  with  each  tablet.
